Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 
Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "A-E" has been used to designate different elements of 
figures 1-4. Every element referenced by a reference character should have its own 
individual reference character; except when the same element is being referenced in 
different figures. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121 (d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 
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Content of Specification 

(a) Title of the Invention : See 37 CFR 1 .72(a) and MPEP § 606. The title of 
the invention should be placed at the top of the first page of the 
specification unless the title is provided in an application data sheet. The 
title of the invention should be brief but technically accurate and 
descriptive, preferably from two to seven words may not contain more 
than 500 characters. 

(b) Cross-References to Related Applications : See 37 CFR 1 .78 and MPEP 
§201.11. 

(c) Statement Regarding Federally Sponsored Research and Development : 
See MPEP §310. 

(d) The Names Of The Parties To A Joint Research Agreement : See 37 CFR 

1.71(g). 

(e) Incorporation-Bv-Reference Of Material Submitted On a Compact Disc: 
The specification is required to include an incorporation-by-reference of 
electronic documents that are to become part of the permanent United 
States Patent and Trademark Office records in the file of a patent 
application. See 37 CFR 1 .52(e) and MPEP § 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1 .96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1 .821(c)), 
and tables having more than 50 pages of text were permitted as electronic 
documents on compact discs beginning on September 8, 2000. 

(f) Background of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01(c). The specification 
should set forth the Background of the Invention in two parts:

solved by the applicant's invention. This item may also be titled 
"Background Art."

(g) Brief Summary of the Invention : See MPEP § 608.01 (d). A brief summary 
or general statement of the invention as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .73. The 
summary is separate and distinct from the abstract and is directed toward 
the invention rather than the disclosure as a whole. The summary may 
point out the advantages of the invention or how it solves problems 
previously existent in the prior art (and preferably indicated in the 
Background of the Invention). In chemical cases it should point out in 
general terms the utility of the invention. If possible, the nature and gist of 
the invention or the inventive concept should be set forth. Objects of the 
invention should be treated briefly and only to the extent that they 
contribute to an understanding of the invention. 

(h) Brief Description of the Several Views of the Drawinq(s) : See MPEP § 
608.01 (f). A reference to and brief description of the drawing(s) as set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.74.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only 
and cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Claim 4 refers to claims 1 to 3, which is not in alternative form. Claim 5 refers to claims 
1 to 4, which is not in alternative form, and depends on another multiple dependant 
claim (claim 4). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Cimber (US 
Patent 4,628,924). 

Cimber discloses a T-shaped intrauterine device (figure 1) which is introduced 
and placed in the uterus by a tube (figure 3, element 8). 

The tube used for introducing and placing the intrauterine device as disclosed in 
Cimber anticipates the apparatus as claimed in claim 6. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

8. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over King 
et al. (US Patent 4,016,867) in view of Sopena Quesada (US Patent 4,353,363). 

King discloses a uterine caliper and depth gauge which is used to measure the 
physiological variables of the uterus, including length depth and width of the uterine 
cavity (column 2, lines 33-42). It is also disclosed that the measurement of the 
physiological variables can be used to map the shape of the uterine cavity (column 2, 
lines 43-50). The mapped cavity and measurements can be used to provide improved 
fitting of intrauterine contraceptive devices (column 2, lines 31-32). 

Sopena Quesada teaches an intrauterine spermicidal device which is adaptable 
to a stable position within the uterus (column 2, lines 51-57; figure 1). 
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Regarding claims 1-5; it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time of the invention to use King's uterine caliper to determine the 
physiological variables of a patient's uterus in order to better fit a uterine device like that 
disclosed by Sopeha Quesada. 

Further regarding claim 3; hysterometer is described by the dictionary as a 
device for measuring the uterine cavity. Thus, by definition King's device is a 
hysterometer. 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US patent 0,512,025 to Haviland; discloses and endograph which is used to 
measure and map the uterus. 

US Patent 3,533,406 to Tatum; discloses a T-shaped intrauterine device which 
inserted by an apparatus.
